Mrs. Mary Schneck Makes Gift of 


$10,000 For New Buildirg. 


Mrs. Mary Sconeck has announced 
that she will give ten thousand dol­ 
lars, and the necessary ground for a 
new hospital. 
Mrs. Schneck will give 
the large lot at the southeast corner of 
Bruce and Poplar streets, which will 
make an excellent location for the new 
building. 
The people of Sey mour 
will be]glad to know that Mrs. Schneck 
has made it possible to have a new 
hospital, which is recognized to be a 
necessity . 
Definite plans 
and 
specifications 
have not y et been completed, but in a 
general way it is known what kind of 
a building will be erected. 
It will be 
a brick structure, two stories and a 
full basement. 
It will contain about 
twenty rooms, which will be well}light- 
ed and ventilated, which are import­ 
ant features in a hospital building. 
The building will be as fireproof as 
possible, and modern in every respect. 
A number of plans will be submitted 
to the committee who have the build­ 
ing of new hospital in charge. 
Two 
architects« are here today to learn more 
specifically what kind of a building 
is desired and will snbmit their plans 
in the near future. 
Mrs Schneck has proposed ,to erect 
the building if the citizens would fur- j 
nish and equip it, which will undoubt-1 
edly gladly 
be done, 
in fact a num­ 
ber of the local societies have called 
meetings for this week, at which the 
plans for furnishing the building will 
be discussed. 
The same method will 
be adopted in furnishing this building, 
which is used in equipping hospitals 
in the larger cities. 
Each society which so desires will be | 
given opportunity 
to furnish com- ! 
pietely one room or more in the build­ 
ing and the rooms so supplied by them 
will have their name or the initials of 
the lodge or society upon the door. 
A 
large 
number of 
rooms in other 
hospitals have been furnished com­ 
pletely by societies and lodges in this 
city and now the local organizations 
are anxious to assist in the work in 
their own city . 
Arrangements are being made to 
j 
secure the necessary equippment for 
the operating room, which is one of 
the most important departments of the 
hospital. 
Tue private hospital 
established 
here several y ears ago by Mr. and 
Mrs. E. R. Dixon, has been a great 
benefit to Sey mour and tiie surround­ 
ing community and the value of a fully 
equipped hospital is well recognized. 
It is believed that the final arrange­ 
ments will be completed and the vtork 
on the new hospital will be commenced 
by early spring.

handles from 50,000 to 75,000 bushels 
of corn annually . 
He also deals in 
wheat upon a large scale and stored 
over 125,000 bushels during the last 
y ear. 
Mr. Rapp is well known in 
J ackson county and has many friends 
here, who are glad to hear of his suc­ 
cess. 
The News say s, ‘‘One day General 
Manager Baldwin, of the Indianapo­ 
lis Southern, met D. W. 
Rapp, an 
enterprising y oung business man of 
Sey mour, on one of the Southern’s 
trains. 
‘‘If I had money to invest I would 
build an elevator at Bargersville on 
this line,” Baldwin remarked to Rapp. 
“ There’s a coming town.” 
Rapp took the hint. 
That night he 
got off the train at the Bargersville 
station. 
That was just two y ears ago. 
He asked the station agent where he 
could find a hotel or boarding house. 
The station agent laughed. 
“ Why , this station is the only thing 
there is in Bargersville,” the agent 
said. 
Rapp howled. 
Baldwin had tricked 
him, he thought. 
“ There’s going to be a town here 
all right,” the agent insisted. 
“ The agent and Rapp talked until 
time to elose the office. 
Then they 
sauntered across fields to the board­ 
ing house of the agent. 
The next 
morning Rapp looked over the coun­ 
try . 
He discovered that he was in the 
heart of the world’s champion corn 
country . 
A little more than two miles ! 
away lived Leonard B. Clore, whose 
corn had won him world’s honors at 
the national corn show. 
Other corn ; 
growers of national reputation were 
in the same belt. 
The district seemed 
filled with farmers of champion corn 
caliber. 
“ Rapp went back to the station and 
told the agent he was going to build 
a grain elevator in the houseless town 
of Bargersville. 
He did it. 
Today 
Rapp is the pioneer business man of 
Bargersville, and he has been there 
only two y ears. 
From his office win­ 
dow’ he can see a long row of busi­ 
ness houses that have sprung up since 
he came. 
Across the street from his 
elevator is the Farmers’ State Bank, 
a strong institution in a strong and 
attractive building. 
New homes and 
new business houses are springing up 
all around him. 
“ The growth of the town of Bargers­ 
ville was one of the surprises of the 
y ear 19 09 , in Indiana.” 
Bargersville now’ has a population 
of about 300. 
During the past y ear 
twenty -two new homes were erected, 
and in 19 10 it is believed that double 
that number will be built. 


Enumerators’ Rate of Pay . 


The vary ing wage scales in different 
parts of the country and the differences 
in the nature and extent of the local 
difficulties confronting 
the enumer­ 
ators in the larger geographical di­ 
visions of the United 
States have 
influenced and guided 
United States 
Census Director Durand iD the adop­ 
tion of a classification of enumerators’ 
rates of compensation, 
within the 
limits prescribed by the United States 
Census law enacted by Congress. 
The different classes of rates will be 


9 0 applied that in general the average 
enumerator will earn substantially the 
same actual amount in one district as 
in another, even though the popula­ 
tion may be much sparser in one than 
in the other, with other conditions 
also different. 
Regard is paid to the 
fact that prevailing wages and salaries 
are higher in some parts of the coun­ 
try than in others, but, aside from 
this, the Director’s aim is to adjust 
the rates so as to make the earnings of 
enumerators 
substantially uniform. 
Where the per capita rates would not 
give sufficient pay , the per diem rates 
are prescribed. 
The rates in general 
will be so adjusted as to give a slight­ 
ly higher average 
amount to the 
enumerators than 
they received in 
19 00.

Luke E. Wright. Henry C. Ide, and 
James F. Smith, who lately retired. 
The new governor general has been a 
member of the Philippine commission 
since 1904, aud has been occupied with 
public improvements and with 
the 
preservation of order. The islands are 
orderly now, save for an occasional 
outbreak of one of the savage tribes; 
and public Improvements are under 
way that will elevate the social and 
industrial condition of 
the 
people. 
Highways have been built where there 
were merely trails, and when all the 
contractors have completed the work 
on which they are engaged there will 
be a thousand miles of railroad In the 
Islands. 
A water and sewer system 
has been built for Manila, and that 
city is now the only one In the Orient 
which has modern sanitary improve­ 
ments generally Installed throughout 
its limits. 
Free schools are m aintain­ 
ed, In which half a million children 
receive instruction in the English lan­ 
guage and in other subjects. 
It is 
said that more native Filipinos now 
speak English than Spanish, although 
Spanish was the official language for 
two hundred and fifty years. The new 
Payne-Aldrich tariff law permits the 
free entry into the United States of 
large quantities of sugar, cigars and 
manufactured tobacco, and on rice only 
requires the payment of duty on the 
full amount of Imports. 
The law' was 
intended to improve the business of 
the islands, and will probably be suc­ 
cessful in Its purpose. The government 
Is evidently attempting in good faith 
to do its duty toward the dependent 
races that have come under its care 
in the Orient.

C ontain Larva© W hich Become* E n­ 
cysted In Body of Clam. 
M uskrats cause pearls, according to 
Charles B, Wilson, an Investigator of 
the United States Bureau of Fisheries. 
W ithout 
muskrats, 
he 
Bays, 
there 
would be no baroque pearls, a Spring­ 
field (Mass.) dispatch to the New York 
World says. 
Wilson asserts pearls are 
merely cysts In shellfish, which have 
formed around a microscopic larva or 
worm that is indigenous to the m usk­ 
rat. 
The curious life cycle seems to 
be that from the m uskrat there are 
adult dlstomid worms. 
The eggs are 
discharged in such a manner as to 
reach the w'ater, where they get lodg­ 
ment in the shellfish. 
Hatching Into 
larvae, they pass through the substance 
of the mullosk and find themselves a 
new home In the muscle of the back. 
Here some of them produce the irri­ 
tation of the disease of which cysts 
are the symptom, and some of these 
cysts become the centers of pearls. 
W hat the shellfish does In covering 
the cysts is purely mechanical, its or­ 
dinary act when any substance gets 
into a position hurtful or annoying 
to the creature. 
Little fish that swim 
Into the shelves of bivalves or bits 
of dirt that get between the soft body 
of the animal and Its shell, or articles 
Introduced Intentionally by man, are 
covered with pearly shell, but all such 
objects are usually attached 
to 
the 
shell itself, and are not valuable. 
The round pearls, which are more 
commercially 
valuable 
than 
the 
baroques, Wilson says, are caused by 
a second species of the same family 
of worms that, in their larval form, 
make their home in the mantle of the 
mollusk—in the thin part of the shell­ 
fish that surrounds 
the 
body, and 
which in the case of the oyster frills 
so nicely w'hen the mollusk is cooked 
In a stew. The round pearls are made 
in the midst of the 
mantle, where 
there is softness on every side and an 
organ capable of secreting pearls in 
its every part. 
With the worm cyst 
established, the protecting material Is 
built around it with the greatest regu­ 
larity, resulting in the pearl. 
The 
pearl larvae spend only their childhood 
In the clam. 
In their adult form they 
live in some species 
of 
duck, 
but 
whether the domestic or wild duck 
has not yet been decided by the gov­ 
ernm ent investigators. They feel sure, 
though, that ducks, cause the valuable 
pearls.

have ill health; that the health of 
women improves while

college; 
that college women in general have 
better health than women who do not 
attend college; that college women 
marry stronger men, and they choose 
more wisely. 

Miss Thom­ 
as declared college women had 3 6-10 
children, while

manner satisfactory to all; it isn’ 
in the nature of things that it shouh 
toe. 
“There will always be, for instance 
fin 
honest 
difference 
of 
opinion 
among even reasonable minded peo­ 
ple as to how' kite at night it is prop­ 
er to pound; there will always be 
nervous, excitable, ill natured people 
who think their neighbors overhead 
or .below' or on either side ought not 
to play at all; there will always be 
people who seem to expect the same 
privacy and freedom 
from 
annoy­ 
ance in a flat house that they might 
have in a house of their own and 
therefore consider any 
noise what­ 
ever on the part of those dwelling 
around them as an unwarranted in­ 
trusion upon them.

pold’s regime has meant the setting up 
of a monopoly and the exclusion of all 
but government employes. 
Occasion­ 
ally an outrage such as the execution 
of the ex-missionary, Stokes, in 1895 
and the imprisonment of the Austrian 
trader Rabenick, in 1901, has aroused 
foreign indignation. 
But the worst of 
the system has been felt by the na­ 
tives. 
On them has been imposed a rubber 
tax to raise which has meant almost 
a decimation of the population. 
The 
officials of the Free State have been 
egged on by a system of payment for 
results to exact from the miserable 
population every ounce that is possi­ 
ble. 
To get the rubber the natives 
have been forced to take long journeys 
from home, and have been visited with 
mutilation and death if they failed 
in their search. 
Villages have been 
fired, women have been attacked and 
children have been left with feet and 
hands lopped off to die in the forests. 
Roger Casement, the British consul at 
Boma, estimated that in the ten years 
before 1904 the population of one dis­ 
trict had been reduced 60 or 70 per 
cent as a consequence of 
the Free 
State’s administration. 
Against this 
frightful system European nations and 
the United States have protested in 
vain. 
Leopold’s Successor. 
The successor to the royal rake of 
Europe is his nephew, Prince Albert, 
son of Leopold’s 
brother, 
the 
late 
Prince Philippe, Count of Flanders. 
He is not quite 35 years of age, is 
married to the Princess Elizabeth, of 
Bavaria, and has two 
sons

He succeeds his uncle be­ 
cause the Gal ic law bars women from 
the throne.

The massive door has swung be­ 
hind us, the echo of its closing shud­ 
ders through the silent church and 
dies away, and leaves no sound to 
ibear us company save the slow in­ 
sistent ticking of the belfry 
clock.

stick. 
And 
lastly, in the forem ost j 
rank of all, are ranged three velvet 
cushioned elbow chairs. 
The occu­ 
pants of these commanded what per­ 
chance they thought the only view fit 
for their august eyes to rest upon— 
the worshippers in a precisely sim ilar 
pew upon the south side of the choir; 
and even the sight of these m ight be 


Emblematic of John Cleves Symmes’s 
Conceit That the Earth Was Hollow. 
Standing in the city park at Ham il­ 
ton, Ohio, is a queer looking m onu­ 
ment. Upon a marble plinth stands 
a globe hollowed at each pole and 
m arked with th e lines of geograph­ 
ical m easurem ents. 
It was erected 
by Americus 
Symm es 
before 
the 
civil war out of respect to th e mem* 
ory 
of 
his 
father, 
John 
Cleves 
Symmes, author of the rem arkable 
“Theory 
of 
Concentric 
Spheres, 
D em onstrating T hat the 
B arth 
Is 
Hollow, H abitable W ithin and W ide­ 
ly Open at th e Poles.” 
The m onum ent and the countless 
books and pam phlets that were w rit­ 
ten following the promulgation 
of 
this theory are testim onials to what 
m ay be accomplished by m ere persist­ 
ence in any cause even though it he 
faulty and entirely erroneous, as was 
th e Symmes theory. 
The discovery 
of the north pole by Dr. Frederick 
A lbert Cook and Lieut. Shackleton’s 
near approach to the south pole have 
forever settled the previously adm it­ 
ted absurdity of 
open 
or 
concave 
poles. 
It is interesting to recall the 
fact that there was a time when this 
geographical doctrine had m any sup­ 
porters. 
Symmes, who was a nephew of the 
first landlord of the country on the 
Ohio River between the Miami riv­ 
ers. first announced his discovery (?) 
in ISIS at St. Louis. 
In his short 
brochure he asked 
for “IOO brave 
companions, well equipped, to start 
from Siberia in the fall with rein­ 
deer and sleighs on the ice of the 
frozen 
sea. 
I engage we 
find a 
warm and new land 
stocked 
with 
thrifty vegetables and animals, if Mot 
men. on reaching one degree north 
of the latitude of 82 degrees. 
We 
will return the following spring.” 
After a series of public lectures 
he 
petitioned

through the famous Richard M. John­ 
son of Kentucky for a subvention in 
order to equip an expedition. 
The

A DANGEROUS MOMENT. 


In his book, “Exploration of the Nile 
Sources,” Sir Samuel B aker relates an 
incident which illustrates the wonder­ 
ful influence which a woman some­ 
times exerts over men

I said nothing at the time, but ear­ 
ly on the following m orning I ordered 
the drum to beat and the men to fail 
in; and I then addressed them, 
re­ 
m inding them of their agreem ent to 
follow me faithfully. 
The only effect of my address was a 
great outbreak of insolence on 
the 
part of the ringleader of the previous 


im pertinent th a t I ordered hkn tw en­ 
ty-live lashes, as an example to the 
others. 
Upon the attendant, Saati, advanc­ 
ing to seize him, there was ^ general 
mutiny. 
Many of the men threw down 
their guns and seized sticks, and ru sh ­ 
ed to the rescue of their tall ringlead­ 
er. 
Saati was a little man, and was 
perfectly helpless. 
Here was an escort! 
These w'ere 
the men upon whom I was to depend 
in hours of difficulty and danger on 
an expedition in unknown regions! 
I was determ ined not to be “done,” 
and according went toward the ring­ 
leader, with the intention of seizing 
him. 
But he, being backed up by up­ 
ward of forty men, had the im perti­ 
nence to attack me, rushing forward 
w ith a fury that was ridiculous. 
To stop his blow and to knock him 
into the middle of the crowd was not 
difficult; and after a rapid repetition 
of the dose, I disabled him, and call­ 
ing to Saati for a rope to bind him, J 
held the man firmly. 
In an in stan t I had a crowd of alen 
upon me to rescue their leader. 
How the affair would have ended I 
cannot say; but as the scene lay w ith ­ 
in ten yards of my boat, my wife, who 
was ill with fever in the cabin, w it­ 
nessed the whole affray; and seeing 
me surrounded, she rushed out, and in 
a few’ moments was in the middle of 
the crowd, who at that time wrere en­ 
deavoring to rescue my prisoner.

Word has been received at the Nav­ 
al Academy th at 
m idshipm en

shortly be allowed to offer radiograph 
pictures of their Joints as a contribu­ 
tion to science. 
An order is about to 
be issued by the Navy 
D epartm ent 
th at there shall be a thorough te st of 
“Kotch's system " for the determ ining 
of ages by m eans of radiograph pic­ 
tures of the ends of hones, th e m id­ 
shipmen being used as subjects. 
It is explained th a t there is a por­ 
tion of the ends of hones known as 
“epipthyses,” which in youth are held 
to the body toy a cartilaginous sub­ 
stance only, but in adults become part 
of the bone. 
It is asserted by the 
founder of the system 
that 
radio­ 
graphs of the end of the bone offer 
an almost accurate m ethod of deter­ 
mining age. 
Statistics, which it is 
thought will be useful in enforcing 
child labor laws and detecting fraudu­ 
lent enlistm ents, are to be gathered 
by the exam ination of the m idship 
men.

the courts to let them go free and at 
the same tim e dem and punishm ent 
for other m en “outside de union” when 
they break the law.

are peaceable, upright citizens.

APPROVED BY DELEGATES* 
This rebuke by Burns was in his 
annual report to the general assembly 
of his organization. 
He received the 
hearty approval of the delegates who 
heard it read at their annual m eeting 
in this city. 
“There is no tru st or combination of 
capital in the world,” said Mr. Burns, 
“that violates laws oftener than do the 
tru st labor organizations, which resort 
to m ore dishonest, unfair and dishon­ 
orable methods toward their competi­ 
tors than any tru st or combinations 
in the country.” 
Mr. Burns said the action of “these 
so-called leaders” would be harmful 
for years to come whenever attem pts 
were m ade to obtain labor legislation. 
“The 
Labor Digest,” 
a 
reputable 
w orkingm an’s paper, says, as part of 
an article entitled “The Beginning of 
the End of Gompersism, many organi­ 
zations becoming tired of the rule-or- 
ruin policies which have 
been 
en­ 
forced by th e president of the A. F. 
of L.” 
T h at he has m aintained his leader­ 
ship for so long a time in the face of 
his stubborn clinging to policies which 
the m ore thoughtful of the working­ 
men have seen for years m ust be 
abandoned, has been on account part­ 
ly of the sentim ental feeling on the 
part of 
the organizations 
th at 
he 
ought not to be deposed, and the un­ 
willingness of the men who were m en­ 
tioned for the place to accept a nomi­ 
nation in opposition to him. In addi­ 
tion to this, there is no denying the 
shrew dness of the leader of the A. F. 
of L., and his political sagacity, which 
has enabled him to keep a firm grip 
on th e m achinery of the organization, 
and to have his faithful henchm en in 
the positions where they could do him 
the m ost good whenever their services 
m ight be needed. 
“F u rth er than this, he has never 
failed, at the last conventions, to have 
some sensation to spring on the con­ 
vention at the psychological moment, 
which would place him in the light of 
a martyr to the cause of unionism, and 
excite a w ave of sym pathetic enthusi­ 
asm for him, which would carry the 
delegates off their feet, and result in 


“That his long leadership, and this I give to these leaders is going to 
apparent impossibility to fill his place I recognized and if they are going t a 
has gone to his head, and made him j conform them selves and their fu tu re 
imagine that he is much g reater a 
m an than he really is, is undoubtedly 
the case, and accounts for the tactics 
he has adopted in dealing with ques­ 
tions before congress, where he has 
unnecessarily 
antagonized 
m en 
to 
whom organized labor m ust look for 
recognition of 
their 
demands, 
and 
where labor m easures are often op­ 
posed on account of this very antagon­ 
ism, which would otherw ise 
receive 
support. 
“There Is no doubt but w hat organ­ 
ized labor in this country would be 
much stronger with a leader who was 
more In touch with conditions as they 
actually exist, and who would bring 
to the front the new policies which 
organized labor m ust adopt if it ex­ 
pects to even m aintain its 
present 
standing, to say nothing of m aking 
future progress.” 
W e quote portions of another a rti­ 
cle, a reprint, from the sam e labor pa­ 
per: 
“Organized labor, through its lead­ 
ers, m ust recognize the m istakes of 
the past if they expect to perpetuate 
their organizations or to develop the 
movem ent which they head. No move­ 
ment, no organization, no nation can 
develop beyond the intellects which 
guide these organizations, and if the 
leaders are dominated by a selfish mo­ 
tive the 
organization 
will 
become 
tinged with a spirit of 
selfishness, 
which 
never appealed to mankind 
in any walk of life at any tim e since 
history began. 
“It can be said in extenuation of 
certain leaders of organized labor that 
the precarious position which they oc­ 
cupy as leaders has had a tendency to 
cause them to lose sight of the object 
behind the organization. 
The natural 
instinct in man for power and posi­ 
tion is in no small m easure responsi­ 
ble for the m istakes of the leaders, 
not necessarily in labor unions alone, 
but in every branch of society. This 
desire for power and leadership and 
personal aggrandizem ent causes men 
who have been earnest and sincere in 
their efforts in the start to deteriorate 
into m ere politicians whose every act 
and utterance is tinged with the desire 
to cater to the baser passions of the 
working majority in the societies or 
organizations and this is undoubtedly 
true when applied to the present lead­ 
ers of the Federation. 
W e mention 
the Federation of Labor particularly 
in this article because th at organiza 
tion is the only organization of labor 
which has yet found itself in direct 
opposition to the laws of the land. 
There are other organizations of labor 
whose leaders have made 
mistakes, 
but they have always kept them selves 
and 
their organizations 
within 
the 
bounds of the law and respected the 
rights of every other man in consider­ 
ing the rights of them selves and their 
constituency; whereas, the motto of 
the Federation is just the reverse, and 
unless 
the 
leaders 
conform 
them ­ 
selves and their organization in ac­ 
cordance with the laws of the land, 
the leaders and the organization itself 
m ust be disintegrated and pass into 
history, for in America the common 
sense in m ankind is developed to a 
greater extent than in any other na­ 
tion on the earth, and the people, who 
are the court of last resort in this 
country, will never allow any system 
to develop in this country which does 
not m eet with the approval of the ma- 
ority of the citizens of the country. 
This m ust have forced itself upon 
the leaders of the Federation by this 
time. 
If it has not, the leaders m ust 
be eliminated. The organization which 
they head has done many meritorious 
things in tim es past and the people 
are always ready and willing to ac­ 
knowledge the benefits which 
their 
efforts have brought to their constitu­ 
ency as a whole, but at the present 
time labor organizations in general, 
and the Federation of Labor in par­ 
ticular, stand before the bar of public 
opinion, having been convicted of self­ 
ishness and a disposition to rule all 
the people of the country in the inter­ 
est of the few. 
The people are pa­ 
tient and awaiting to see if the object 
lesson which they have been forced to 


work and actions in accordance there­ 
to.” 
Let the people rem em ber that com­ 
ment, “The Federation of Labor in 
particular stands before the bar of 
public opinion having been convicted 
of selfishness and a disposition to rule 
all the people of the country in th e 
interest of the few.” 
The great 90 per cent of Am ericans 
do not take kindly to the acts of ty r­ 
anny by these trust leaders openly de­ 
manding that all people how down to 
the rules of the Labor T rust and we 
are treated to the hum iliating specta­ 
cle of our Congress and even the Chief 
Executive entertaining these convict­ 
ed law-breakers 
and 
listening 
with 
consideration 
Co 
their 
insolent 
de­ 
m ands th at the very laws be changed 
to allow them to safely carry on th e ir 
plan of gaining control over the affairs 
of the people. 
The sturdy w orkers of America have 
come to know the truth about these 
“m artyrs sacrificing them selves in th e 
noble cause of labor” but it’s only the 
hysterical ones who swell up and cry 
over the aforesaid “heroes,” rem ind­ 
ing one of the two romantic elderly 
maids who, weeping copiously, w ere 
discovered by the old janitor a t ML 
Vernon. 
“W hat is it ails you ladies?” 
Taking the handkerchief from o n e 
swollen red eye, between sobs 
s h e 
said: 
“Why, we have so long revered th e 
memory of George W ashington th a t 
we feel it a privilege to come h ere 
and weep a t his tomb.” 
"Yas’m, yas’m, yo’ shore has a de­ 
sire to express yo’ sympathy, but yor 
are overflowin' at de wrong spot, yor 
is weepin’ at de ice house.” 
Don’t get maudlin about law-break­ 
ers who m ust be punished if the very 
existence of our people is to be m ain­ 
tained. 
If you have any surplus sym pathy 
it can be extended to the honest work­ 
ers who continue to earn food w hen 
threatened and are frequently h u rt 
and som etim es killed before the courts 
can intervene to protect them. 
Now the Labor T rust leaders de­ 
mand of Congress that the courts be 
stripped of power to issue injunctions 
to prevent them from assaulting or 
perhaps m urdering m en who dare ea rn 
a living when ordered by the Labor 
T rust to quit work. 
Don’t “ weep at the Ice H ouse” and 
don't perm it any set of law-breakers 
to bully our courts, if your voice and 
vote can prevent. 
Be sure and w rite 
your R epresentatives and Senators in 
Congress asking them not to vote for 
any m easure to prevent the courts 
from protecting homes, property and 
persons from attack by paid agents of 
this g reat Labor Trust. 
Let every reader write, and w rite 
now. 
Don’t sit silent and allow the or­ 
ganized and paid men of this great 
trust to force Congress to believe they 
represent the great m asses 
of 
the 
American people. 
Say your say and 
let your representatives in Congress 
know th a t you do not want to be gov­ 
erned under new laws which would 
em power the Labor T rust leaders with 
legal right to tell you when to work, 
Where! 
F or whom! 
At w hat price! 
W hat to buy! 
W hat 
not 
to 
buy! 
W hom to vote for! 
How much you 
shall pay per month in fees to the La­ 
bor T rust! etc., etc., etc. 
This power is now being dem anded 
by the passage of laws in Congress. 
Tell your Senators and R epresenta­ 
tives plainly that you don’t w ant them 
to vote for any m easure that will al­ 
low any set of men either represent­ 
ing Capital or Labor to govern and 
dictate to the common people, who 
prefer to be free to go and come, work 
or not, and vote for whom they please.

Varieties From Asia and Africa That 
Are Growing Popular. 
Lovers of cage birds have hitherto 
confined their attention chiefly to the 
canary, the parrot and the mocking 
bird. 
Now, however, there is a ten ­ 
dency to acquire rare varieties and 
dealers are preparing to 
m eet this 
novel demand. 
The bulbul is among the feathered 
pets now in demand in this coun­ 
try. 
"A few bulbuls have been hith­ 
erto brought from India,” said a bird 
dealer. 
"These have 
not included, 
however, the 'bulbul of Persia, the 
O riental counterpart of 
the Euro­ 
pean nightingale b u t gifted with 
richer, sw eeter and m ore plaintive 
song.” 
The hill minas of India sometimes 
eclipse parrots in their lingual abib 
ties, yet very few have been import­ 
ed into the United States. They now 
retail a t $17 apiece. 
Japanese rob­ 
ins, som etimes called Pekin nightin­ 
gales b y English agriculturists, are 
peculiarly colored—dark and green* 
ish 
with distinctive yellow and or* 
ange on breast, bill and wings. They 
are easy to keep, possess a sweet 
and musical song and have a song 
period lasting ten months. 
The skill of Japanese breeders is 
also shown in several varieties of 
cage birds th a t are coming into no­ 
tice in this country. 
A pure w hite 
variety and a buff and white variety 
of one species—the Japanese nun, 
also known as bengalee or m anni­ 
kin—'bear testimony to the assiduity 
of the Japanese fanciers. 
Nuns are 
small birds of different species, such 
as the black headed and tri-colored 
nuns, the spiceblrd or chestnut finch 
and others. 
Most of them have more 
or less dark brown in the coloring. 
Cage 
birds 
from 
Africa 
are 
notable for beauty of plumage ra th ­ 
er than song. 
The African weaver 
in addition to attractive coloring of­ 
fers a striking exhibition of his skill 
in the a rt th a t has given him his 
name. 
A t nesting time if furnished 
with worsted or other suitable m a­ 
terials the birds xviii weave this in 
and out of the wires of their cage, 
m aking neat and com pact examples 
of their 
handiwork. 
Bishops 
and 
M adagascar weavers 
a re 
brilliant 
red and black in coloring, cutthroats 
have a band of red across the throat 
from which is derived the nam e and 
whidah birds (som etim es but incor­ 
rectly called widow birds) have ex­ 
trem ely long tails, 
Waxbills form a family of African 
cage birds which are just beginning 
to a ttra ct fashionable notice. These 
include the dainty little cordon blue 
of crim son eared 
waxbill, 
various 
species 
of 
silverbills 
and 
sev* 
eral other kinds. 
The violet eared 
waxbill, a bird of radiant prismatic 
beauty, though for some years past 
popular in Europe, has 
just 
been 
brought to this country. 
Edelsingers 
or African gray singers a re an Af­ 
rican species with a pleasing song. 
I^idy goldfinches 
from 
Australia 
have hitherto been 
extrem ely rare 
in this country, although they are 
said to reach the highest point of 
beauty and elegance attained by any 
of the sm aller cage 
birds 
of 
the 
world. 
These 
birds 
Rune readily, 
are not, pugnacious with cage mates 
and exhibit m any individualities of 
disposition. Among their accom plish­ 
m ents is an interesting and graceful 
little dance.—New York Sun.

the yield would be 40 to 60 bushels, he 
was skeptical. The sam e story was told 
the man who wished to get nearer to 
existing lines of railway, and was only 
asked to pay $10 to $12 an acre. 
But 
m any tried it, some one plan and some 
another. 
The m an who accepted the 
160 acres as a free gift, as a home­ 
stead, and was willing to put in the 
required 
residence 
duties 
of 
three 
years, has now a farm worth from 
fifteen to twenty dollars an acre. The 
m an who chose to purchase, and did 
so, took up his resideace 
just 
the 
same. 
He has land, that, in m any 
cases, is worth twice the 
money he 
paid for it. 
Both have found th at the 
story of splendid yields was verified. 
They have had crops exceeding that 
promised; 
they have seen oats th a t 
yielded IOO bushels to the acre, and 
have grown wheat th a t averaged 40 
and as high as 50 bushel* to the acre 
T heir wheat was not a 68 pounds to 
the bushel article, but 
62 
and 
63 
pounds. 
They have seen within the 
past year or two tru n k lines of rail 
way constructed through 
their 
dis 
trict, and throwing out branch lines 
to the gates of their farm. They have 
seen schools established in their neigh 
borhood and the government contrib­ 
uting 
largely 
to 
their 
expense 
Churches have been erected, villages 
have 
been 
established, 'tow ns 
have 
sprung into existence, and cities are 
rapidly springing up, as if the magic 
hand of some unseen conjurer was at 
work. 
But it was not; 
it was the 
legitim ate offering of the wealth of 
the field which made all these things 
come about, naturally, and easy. 
The 
prairie that three years ago was mere 
ly prairie, a patch of brown, just -wait 
ing for the ploughman, is to-day dot­ 
ted with tilled farm s and splendid 
homes. 
The line of 
elevators with 
their glistening metaled fireproof sides 
and roofs, indicate the location of the 
town and the railroad. 
There is the 
glow of newness about It all, but the 
elevator, the splendid store buildings 
and the comfortable hostelries denote 
classic school when it come to aban­ 
don and grace.”— Louisville Courier- 
w ealth—not imported wealth—beyond 
Journal.
